thority’s existing establishment 
for 658 Negro families. 


The loan, to be made by the | 
Publie Housing Administration, | 
will cover a large volume of pre- | 
liminary work for the 5800 low- | 


rent housing units for which an. 
initial postwar allocation was 
made recently by PHA. 

Enables Extensive Canvasses. 

This development work will in- 
clude intensive canvasses of the 
sites, to determine physical facts 
and facts about the present resi- 
dents, and preparation of other 
informaticn about the proposed 
housing locations. It also will 
include architectural planning of 
the sites, but not of the struc- 
tures. Additional personnel for 
the Authority and facilities for 
their work will be covered also. 

One phase of the surveys will 
be to determine income of pres- 
ent occupants of sites, in order to 
show whether or not they are 
eligible for admission to low-rent 
public housing. In . addition, 


authority officials anticipate that

WHY MANY HAVE 
‘TIRED FEELING 


CHICAGO, Dec. 23 (AP)—That 


“tired feeling” is a major Ameri-| 


ean affliction. 

Dr. Dwight L. Wilbur of Stan- 
ford University put it this way 
today: 

A tired feeling or nervousness 
are the most common symptoms 
of emotional or neurotic disturb- 
ances. From one third to two 
thirds of all patients seen by doc- 


‘tors suffer from such disturb- 


ances, he said. 

The tired feeling falls under 
such medical names as chronic 
nervous exhaustion, psychoneuro- 
sis, benign nervousness, function- 
al disorder, anxiety state, neuras- 
thenia or constitutional inade- 
quacy. 

The usual causes of emotional 
or neurotic disturbances, Dr, Wil- 
bur said, are emotional problems, 
life situations, overwork with in- 
adequate rest and relaxation, and 
inadequate recovery emotionally 
from an infection.

The Air Force waited until 
dawn to send a large crash boat 
with a crew of men with shovels 
and ropes to. try to remove the 
bodies. They had to transfer to 
small flat-bottomed swamp boats 
to get to the wreckage. Six 
bodies have been recovered from 
the wreckage. 

The first salvage party to re- 
turn from the dismal scene said 
bodies were entrapped in masses 
of marsh grass and underbrush. 
Twenty machetes were ordered 
to whack a path for the rescue 
workers. 

Capt. E. S. Harrison, public 
information officer, said the 
wreckage was scattered over an 
area the size of a football field. 
Salvage workers sank up to their 
armpits in the mire.

When this major point came 
up for discussion earlier this 
month in conferences between 
city officials and others in Chap- 
man’s office, the Secretary ad- 
vised the conferees to get to- 
gether on a relocation plan and 
then petition him for federal 
funds for such relocation. He 
made clear, however, that “force- 
ful arguments” would be neces- 
sary to persuade him to back a 
plea for such funds. 

Cost of the memorial itself is 
to be shared by the Interior De- 
partment and the city. A bond 
issue of $7,500,000 was passed by 
the voters of St. Louis in 1935 
with the understanding that the 
Government would match each 
dollar of city funds with three in 
federal funds. 

Congressman John B. Sullivan 
of St. Louis will introduce a bill 
in the next session authorizing 
the riverfront project and mak- 
ing provision for the first appro- 
priation of Federal money. 

In announcing the relocation

Cus- 
tomarily he spends most of his 
time visiting with kinfolk and 
old friends. 

He is due back in Washington 
Dec. 28 to face the usual heavy 
work incident to the opening of 
Congress.

Truce to End Jan. 1. 

Postponement of the telephone 
strike for 10 days assures tele- 
phone service through the busy 
holiday season without a break. 
|The truce period would end Jan. 1. 
| After the postponement, Frank 
P, Lonergan, vice president of 
the ClO Communications Work- 
ers of America, said if Gov. 
Smith had not jntervened the 
strike as previously disclosed by 
the Post-Dispatch, would have 
been called tonight or tomorrow. 

“And it would have been a 
rough one,” he added. 

Gov. Smith, who obtained the 
agreement to avert a pre-Christ- 
mas strike at a conference with 
union leaders in Jefferson City, 
announced that he had commu- 
nicated by telephone with all the 
Southwestern Governors _ except 
Gov, Adlai Stevenson of Tllinois, 
who could not be reached imme- 
diately. His invitation to the St. 
Louis conference was accepted by 
all the chief executives he had 


talked to, he said. 

Gov. Smith telephoned George 
C. Gephart, vice president of 
Southwestern Bell, and Gephart 
accepted the Governor's plan. 

Union Men Hopeful. 

“We are hopeful a means will 
be developed at this (Thursday’s) 
meeting that will bring about a 
peaceful settlement of the dis- 
pute,” Lonergan declared. “We 
had exhausted every means previ- 
ous to this meeting with the Gov- 
ernor. Gov. Smith, through his 
efforts, at least postponed the 
strike whem all other means had 
failed.” 

Everett Cotter, union attorney, 
said: “We expect something to 
come out of the St. Louis con- 
ference that will be the basis for 
settlement; perhaps arbitration, 
perhaps something else, but we 
expect something.” 
In his conference with union 
leaders, Gov. Smith got “tough,” 
one of the participants reported. 
“He was more positive than I've 
ever known him to be before,” 
said a union representative who 
asked that his name be withheld. 
“He’s trying to do a job.” 

No Specific Pay Demands. 

The union has made no spe- 
cific wage demands, but indicated 
it wanted an increase of 15 cents 
an hour, It also asked for 14 other 
contract changes, including pay- 
scale reclassifications for St. Louis 
and other cities. By a vote of 4 
to 1, workers have authorized 
their leaders to call a strike, the 
union reported. 

In a warning to the union, Gov. 
Smith yesterday expressed the 
opinion that its 12,000 members 
in Missouri are subject to the 
King-Thompson Act, which pro- 
hibits strikes in essential utilities 
under threat of heavy penalties. 
But Lonergan said the Governor’s 
threat to invoke this law will not

When he added that he and 
Eisenhower were the best of 
friends, a woman reporter asked 
if he could still be friendly if 
Eisenhower became a candidate.

Another reporter asked wheth- 
er it might be that “somebody is 

ng to make Ike a candidate.” 
With a smile, the President said 
that could be so. 

(Truman’s remarks contrasted 
with views expressed by certain 
of his intimates during his re- 
cent Florida vacation. They told 
reporters that in their opinion 
Truman regarded Eisenhower as 
a candidate for the Republican 
nomination in 1952 because of the 
tenor of the General’s 
speeches.) 

Lilienthal Delay. 

The President began the press 
conference by wishing those pres- 
ent a merry, merry Christmas 
and a prosperous happy New 
Year. He added that he wanted 
to say that the vast majority of 
reporters had been as kind to 
him as he deserved. 

On his own motion, he then an- 
nounced that David E. Lilienthal 
had agreed to remain as chair- 
man Of the Atomie;Energy Com- 
mission until Feb. 15 to wind up 
affairs and that he had appointed 
Charles S. Murphy as the succes- 
sor of Clark M. Clifford of. St. 
Louis as his special counsel. 

Lilienthal had asked to be re- 
lieved around Dee. 31, but said he 
would stay longer if the President 
desired. 

Murphy, 40 years old and a 
native of North Carolina, has been 
a White House administrative as- 
sistant since 1946, His pay will 
be increased from $15,000 to $20,- 
000 a year. 

Clifford told the Post-Dispatch 
that he expected to open a Wash- 
ington law office on Feb. 1, the 
day Murphy takes over his new 
White House duties. 

Clifford and Murphy have 
worked closely together in the 
past on Truman’s messages and 
speeches. Before coming to the 
White House at Truman’s invita- 
tion Murphy had been a lawyer 
in the office of the Senate Legis- 
lative Counsel, where Truman 
first met him. He was graduated 
from the Duke University Law 
School in 1934 and entered gov- 
ernment service shortly thereafter. 

Johnson to Stay in Cabinet. 

The President emphatically de- 
nied a report that he Was dissatis- 
fied with Louis Johnson as de- 
fense secretary, saying there was 
not a word of truth in the story 
that Johnson was on his way out. 

Replying to questions, the Pres- 
ident reiterated his promise. to 
take necessary action if the coal 
shortage reached an emergency 
stage. Twice he was asked whether 
he thought the present three-day 
work week in the mines is pro- 
ducing enough coal and both times 
he replied that he did not have 
the information to answer.

Income and Expenses. 

The report showed that the 
four TV networks and 50 stations 
operating last year took in $8,- 
700,000 but spent $23,600,000. 

Of the total $14,900,000 loss, 
$6,400,000 was absorbed by the 
four networks and their 10 sta- 
tions, and $8,500,000 by the 40 in- 
dependents. Of the revenues 
about $2,500,000 came from net- 
work programs while the. re- 
mainder came from those sold 
directly by stations. 

The FCC attributed part of the 
loss to the fact that half the 
stations operated only six months | 
or less in 1948 and only 17 oper- 
ated for the entire year. 

Average monthly revenues 
ranged from $5000 for stations 
operating up to two months to 
$20,000 for those operating the 
full year. Average monthly op- 
erating costs for 14 of the full- 
year stations was $45,000. 

The total broadcast revenues of 
standard broadcast networks and 
Stations continued upward in 
1948, reaching $407,000,000 or 
11.9 per cent over 1947.

' State Consent Not Required. 
State consent to construction of 

the dams is not required, Smith 

said, under an act of Congress 

authorizing a study and prepara- 


tion of plans for dams and reser- 


voirs on tributaries of the Missis- 
sippi river, for flood control and 
aid of navigation. The state pol- 
icy is expected to have consider- 
able bearing, however, on any 
action by Congress to provide 
funds for actual construction. 
Sites of the proposed dams, es- 
timated to cost $42,250,000, are 
on Big river near Cedar Hill in 
Jefferson county, in Meramec 
State Park near Sullivan, and on 
the Bourbeuse river near union.

Figures of Benefits. 

Smith said the Army engineer’s 
report on the Meramec basin 
plans showed that under ultimate 
potential development of _ the 
three proposed reservoirs, 61 per 
cent of the annual benefits would 
be fish and wildlife and direct 
and indirect recreational benefits. 

Other benefits claimed, he 
said, include flood control bene- 
fits in the lower Meramec basin, 
and flood control and navigation 
benefits on the Mississippi river. 

“Because of the large concen- 
tration of population in and near 
the Meramec basin and the tre- 
mendous need for recreational fa- 

cilities to serve that population,” 
Smith said, “the state does not 
question the recreational bene- 
fits claimed for the three pro- 
posed reservoirs. The figures are 
probably on the conservative side. 
The state also is of the opinion 
the reservoirs would produce cer- 
tain quantitative benefits to the 
fisheries of the basin. 

“However, the state finds that 
the recreational and fish and 
wildlife resources of the Meramec 
basin could be developed to a 
much greater extent by programs 
designed to provide for these 
interests in accordance with their 
importance. 

“Under present limitations in 
flood control and navigation plan- 
ning, benefits to wildlife and 
recreational interests are _ inci- 
dental.”

Senate Committee Also Urges That Com. 


merce Secretary Be Authorized to 
Sell or Lease System. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP)— 


|A $7,000,000 increase in capital 
stock of the Inland Waterways 


Corporation, for the purpose of 
modernizing the federal barge 
line, is recommended by the Sen- 
ate Commerce Committee. Barge 
line headquarters are in St. 
Louis. ; 

The recommendation is in a 
report the committee has. pre- 
pared to submit to the Senate 


also recom- 
mends: 

1. That the present law be 
amended to permit the cor- 
poration to operate on the Ten- 
nessee and Cumberland rivers 
and on the Ohio from its junc- 
tion with the Tennessee to its 
junction with the Mississippi. 

2. That the Secretary of Com- 
merce be authorized to sell or 
lease the federal barge system 
as a whole or as two separate 
units —Mississippi river unit 
and Warrior river unit —under 
certain restrictions. 

The committee heard testimony 
last summer on a bill which would 
have increased the corporation’s 

capital stock from $15,000,000 to 
$33,000,000. 

However, Secretary of Com- 
merce Sawyer testified the barge 


line could be rehabilitated for 
$10,000,000. He urged that the 
line be modernized and then sold 
to private interests. 

The committee eliminated from 
the bill the so-called Wherry 
amendment which would have 
specified that the Federal Barge 
Line would not expand its barge- 
load traffic substantially where 
private lines are willing and able 
to handle the traffic. 

The committee said the. cor- 
poration “has given assurances 
.. . that it will place primary em- 
phasis upon the solicitation of 
less-than-bargeload traffic on all 
rivers.” 

Conditions which would be 
placed on sale of the barge line 
are that the purchaser continue 
substantially the same service as 
at present, agree to make a spe- 
cific number of yearly trips in 
the interests of the small shipper; 
and to continue the pioneering of 
barge transportation on the Mis- 
souri to Kansas City, Omaha and 
Sioux City for at least five years. 

The corporation, now gapital- 
ized at $15,000,000, operates 
barge service on the Mississippi, 
Illinois and Missouri and War- 
rior (Ala.) rivers. It is the only 
line regularly providing less than 
carload service to accommodate 
small shippers.

Boy, Italian-born former ma- 
chinist in New York City, will be 
on parole for the rest of his life. 

He walked out of prison in jhe 
rain and looked around at a 
world he hadn’t seen in 18 years. 

“I’m feeling fine,” he told re- 
porters. “This is the merriest 
Christmas I’ve ever had.” 

Boy said he had received sev- 
eral job offers but would not set- 
tle on any until he had received 
the board’s approval. 

He was expected to go to his 
mother’s home in New York City. 
His son and daughters, both in 
their 20s, plan to visit him there. 
Their mother has remarried. 

(The United Press said the 
mother disclosed only last night 
that she had married Joseph Cor- 
renti, a truck driver, five years 
ago without divorce or annulment 
of her marriage to Boy. She had 
acted, U. P. said, on the ground 
that a person sent to prison for 
life was legally dead. She was 
quoted as saying she was very 
happy that Boy had been released 
but that she planned to remain 
with her second husband.) 

Boy voluntarily became the 
first person who ever knowingly 
took into his veins the taint of 
leukemia, a cancerous blood dis- 
ease. He acted without promise 
of reprieve. 

The transfusion experiment to 
help the 8-year-old girl, whose 
name was not disclosed, was not 
Boy's first participation in life- 
endangering medical tests at Sing 
Sing. 

Boy was freed. because of his 
“exceptional contributions” in sev- 
eral experiments, Dewey said. 
These included wartime experi- 
ments involving atabrine, used 
later by the armed forces in treat- 
ment of malaria, and influenza 
vaccine. 

Boy volunteered as a human 
guinea pig “with knowledge of 
the dangers involved and with no 
promise of reward,”. the Gover- 
nor’s statement in Albany said. 

, Referring to the leukemia ex- 
periment, Dewey said: 

“Again he was aware of the 
danger that he might contract a 
fatal disease. Although the child’s 
life was not saved by thé experi- 
ment, Boy’s service is considered 
an important contribution to the 
field of medicine.” 

A total of 36 quarts of blood 
was exchanged. 

Boy’s prison conduct was ex- 
emplary, Dewey added. 

Boy was convicted of first de- 
gree murder in Manhattan in 
1931, for a killing in which he did 
not participate directly. He was 
accused of furnishing the weapons 
with which a taxi company night 
cashier, John T. Moore, was shot 
by stickup men. 

Boy was sentenced to die in the

OF WORKERS UNDER 
WAGE LAW RAISED 


Figure for Rating as ‘Ex- 
cutive’ $55 a Week; as ‘Pro- 
fessional’ Amount Is $75. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP)— 
The Wage-Hour Administration 


today boosted the salary figures 
which “white collar” workers 
must earn before they can be ex- 
empted from the wage-hour law. 
They're effective Jan. 25, the 
same day amendments to the Fair 
Labor Standards Act—increasing 
the minimum wage from 40 to 75 
cents an hour—go into effect. 
The law applies to employers 
whose business is in interstate 
commerce. Besides the minimum 
wage, it requires payments of 
time and a half rates to workers 
covered by the law for hours 
worked in excess of 40 a week. 
Today's revised regulations in- 
crease the salary needed for ex- 
emption as an “executive” from 
$30 to $55 a week (or $238.33 a 
month). They increase the salary 
needed for exemption as an “ad- 
ministrative” or “professional” 
worker from $200 a month to $325 
a month (or $75 a week). The 
number of “white collar” workers 
made exempt is not expected to 
be either appreciably greater or 
smaller than the 2,500,000 ex- 
empted under existing regula- 


tions.

HE Atomic Energy Commission has documentary proof that 
Russia had mastered. basic theoretical scientific “secrets” of 


That was the year this country made its first tentative moves 
toward tapping atomic energy for war. Both countries were then 
at peace. The United States completed its first atomic bomb in 
1945. So far as this country knows, the Russians did not achieve 


the bomb until four years later. 


The AEC permitted a United 
Press reporter to read, transla- 
tions of Russian scientific docu- 
ments published in 1940. Al- 
though American scientific circles 
were familiar with them, the pa- 
pers had not been released to the 


press. 
1940 Status of Soviet Study. 


They show that more than nine 
years ago the Russians: 

1. Knew theoretically how to 
make uranium 235 explode by 
suddenly assembling it in “su- 
percritical” amounts. 

2. Were acquainted with the 
theory of the chain reacting 
uranium pile and the use of 
heavy water to slow néutrons to 
their most effective atom-split- 
ting speeds. 

3. Realized the enormous 
peacetime implications of urani- 
um atom-splitting. 

4. Were well aware that 
“many attempts” to harness 
atomic energy “will be under- 
taken in the near future.” 

5. Understood the problems 
involved in separating U-235 
from the more plentiful but 


collecting such evidence of Soviet

The “secret” label was re- 
moved by the AEC some time 
ago. 

Fission Problems Discussed.

Physics of Atomic Nuclei of the 


One 1940 paper, by J. B. Zel- 
dovich and J. B, Khari 
cussed possible methods of ex- 
ploding U-235 and of controlling 
its energy for peacetime uses. 
After noting that uranium fis- 
sion releases millions of times 
more energy than burning coal, 
it added: ~ 

“The amount of uranium avail- 
able in nature, and the cost of its 
production, could make the use of 
uranium as a ‘fuel’ for certain 
practical applications possible. 

“Despite all the difficulties and 
uncertainties of such an experi- 
ment, one can expect that many 
attempts to carry it out will be

Tor the Meramec Dams 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Enclosed is a copy of a letter writ- 
ten to Col. Smyser of the Army Engi- 
neers regarding the proposed multiple 
purpose reservoirs. This letter repre- 
sents the opinions of the undersigned 
and is not to be construed as official 
policy of Washington University.

We have read with interest “Multiple 
Purpose Reservoirs, Meramec Basin,” 
prepared by the St. Louis District, 
Corps of Engineers. One of the up- 
dersigned, Dr. Lewis F. Thomas, helped 
initiate these projects in 1936 by com- 
posing the general geographic back- 
ground for the project. In general, we 
are heartily in favor of the program. ° 
The advantages appear to outweigh the 
disadvantages. 


Granted that none. of these reservoirs 
will be suitable for developing water 
power, and perhaps of only slight value 
with respect to navigation on the Mis- 
sissippi River. There are, neverthe- 
less, obvious benefits to be derived with 
respect to flood control on the Mera- 
mec and Mississippi rivers, with re- 
spect to stream pollution and water 
supply, and with respect to develop- 
ing recreational facilities. 

One of the features not stressed 
enough to give it proper consideration 
is health. Rivers with erratic flows, 
such as the Meramec, do not function 
properly in the sanitation set-up of the 
area. A regulated stream would go a 
long way toward improving the health 
and sanitation of this entire area. 

From the standpoint of recreation 
and scenic features, these reservoirs 
would be of lasting value. These res- 
ervoirs would be considerably closer to 
this metropolitan concentration of pop- 
ulation than proposed reservoirs on 
south Missouri streams. . 

One cannot help but wonder if the 
Meramec Park reservoir, would inun- 
date Meramec Caverns and Onondaga 
cave. If so, a reservoir on the Meramec 
river would appear to be less desir- 
able than reservoirs on the Big and 
Bourbeuse. This brings up the entire 
question of whether these’ reservoirs 
will back water up into a region honey- 
combed with caves, thus adversely af- 
fecting the present ground water equili- 
birum. It is hoped that this engineer- 
ing problem has been considered and 
that there will be no major adverse re- 
sults. 

Damage to tax structures of local gov- 
ernments should largely be discounted 
inasmuch as the revenue through the 
influx of persons seeking to avail them- 
selves of recreational facilities should 
be great. Local business men can ex- 
pect increased income and surrounding 
land values can be expected to increase. 
There will be no serious loss of agri- 
cultural land to the state as a whole. In 
comparison with other public projects 
of this sort throughout the country, the 
families displaced will be relatively 
few.

Vance Julian, State Mediation Board chairman, 
believes that the statutory restraints would come 
into force. 

The sensible thing for both sides to do is to 
settle their wage differences without a walkout. 
The sensible thing is the economical thing. If 
there should be a strike, negotiations would be 
required anyway. These would go on while the 
employes were out-on strike. St. Louis and the 
residents of the six states may well hope that 


there is enough balanced judgment on both sides | 


to compose these differences in a civilized way. 

A strike dramatizes an issue. Sometimes a 
strike is the only means to break a deadlock. 
Sometimes a strike accomplishes much good. 
Thus far there is nothing to show that there is 
any such condition with respect to the telephone 
situation. In any event, public utility strikes 
have been outlawed in Missouri. That policy was 
not rescinded by the Democratic Legislature. 

As our readers know, the Post-Dispatch has 
said repeatedly that public utility workers must 
receive assurance that their wages will be under 
regular review in return for giving up the right 
to strike. it is unfair for an employe to sub- 
mit to legislative strictures against striking if 
the employer does not at the same time agree 
to set up the machinery for handling those is- 
sues which otherwise might be brought to a 
head by a strike. 

It is to be hoped that Gov. Smith’s conference 
at St. Louis will work out a method which 
can be applied over the six states. After all this 
trouble is much broader than Missouri and it 
extends far beyond the .range of the .

Residents of a portion’ of northern St. Leuis 
county are engaged in an unseemly race to in- 
corporate four new villages, which would have 
conflicting boundaries. They would do well to 
ponder carefully a report on fire protection is- 
sued by the fire chief of one St. Louis county 
community. 

Fire Chief Edward G. Rebore of Ladue told 
the county’s Chamber of Commerce that a single 
fire department for the entire county is badly 
needed, if county residents are to have adequate 
fire protection andj reasonable insurance rates. 
Giving emphasis to his remarks, a committee of 
the St. Louis County Chamber of Commerce dis- 
covered fire hazards in many county schools, 
churches and nursing homes. 

Not only does fire protection suffer when 
residents of unincorporated areas of the county 
insise on forming tiny new communities. Pro- 
vision of essential municipal services has become 
so complex that it is both more efficient and 
more economical to do it on a large scale. In 
the long run, it is far cheaper to pay city taxes 
than to have inadequate municipal services.

New Strength for the West 
Standardization of some of their arms by 
England, the United States and Canada is a 
major accomplishment in the effort to build up 
Western Europe. 
These three countries are the arsenal of the 
democratic world.

As long as their weapons are built to varying 
standards and therefore not interchangeable, 
they lack the unity in which there is strength. 

The Second World War showed how much 
lack of standardization weakens an alliance. Dif- 
ferences in drafting room procedures cost 18 
months in translating British airplane engine 
plans into plans which United States machinists 
could work from.

The pact with the Hague was signed 
more than six weeks ago. A constitution, con- 
taining a bill of rights based of the principles 
of the western, democracies, has been ratified 
by the individual states of the.new federation, 
officials have’ been chosen, and a set of ob- 
jectives drawn up for.the new nation. 

Among the latter is membership in the. United 
Nations. Here, unfortunately, Russian opposi- 
tion can make itself felt. But that is not as 
alarming as the Russian threat of Communist 
guerrilla warfare against the new government. 
Moscow says that Red fighters are ready for the 
field. If such operations should assume serious 
proportions, they will be severe test for the new 
government, and also for the statesmen of the 
peace-loving nations. 

It is te be hoped that the Russian talk will 
prove to be wishful blustering rather than a 
substantial threat. Be that as it may, it shows 
quite clearly that Moscow is not interested in 
pacification anywhere unless it is of the Russian 
variety. 
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A Small Added Incentive 


Recall elections are about as rare as summer 
snow in American municipalities. And that’s 
not because the voters have never been tempted 
to “throw the rascals out.” It is rather because 
most municipal charters make it extremely dif- 
ficult to do so. ° 

Not having the working politician’s interest in 
job security, the * Freeholders’ committee | on 
elections proposes to make it a little easier for 
St. Louisans to reconsider their election-day de- 
cisions. The committee suggests that the sig- 
natures of only 10 per cent of.the registered 
voters be required to hold a recall election. The 
present requirement is 20 per eent. The com- 
mittee also suggests that the signatures should 
represent voters in only half of the city’s wards, 
instead of two thirds as at present. 

Both suggestions merit adoption. They are 
not likely to dindermine the stability and con- 
tinuity of city government. As a matter of fact, 
under the new rules, recall elections probably 
would be as rare in the future as they have been 
in the past. But there might be a small added 
incentive to good conduct in city office if the 
office-holders knew their dismissal in other 
than a regular election to be not quite out of 


the question.

John Regan’s Opportunity 

One of the reasons why Gov. Smith picked 
John K. Regan for appointment to the St. Louis 
Circuit Court bench is that the Governor had 
received about four times as many indorsements 
of Regan as he had received for the other two 
candidates combined. 

This kind of thinking makes the non-partisan 
court plan a farce. It is well for a man to have 
supporters, but judges ought to be selected on a 
basis of their ability and their qualifications, not 
on a basis of how many friends write the 
Governor. 


Regan’s principal qualifications seem to be 


that he is a lawyer and a good Democrat. He is 
a graduate of Benton College of Law and used 
to work ‘with Morris Shenker, one of the city’s 
busiest criminal lawyers. He is also Democratic 
committeeman for the Seventeenth Ward. 

Regan may prove to be an excellent judge, 
and we wish him well as he begins his judicial 
career. But his actions and decisions on the 
bench will have to be exemplary if he is to over- 
come the initial public doubts about the wisdom 
of his selection. For him, it is both a challenge 
and an opportunity.

Economic Solutions for Europe? 


A series of concrete proposals designed to 
help solve western Europe’s economic dilemma 
of chronically unbalanced trade with North 
America has been given to European chancel- 
leries. If the plans are adopted, the political 
as well as the economic benefits could be enor- 
mous. 

The United States and the Ecénomic Commit- 
tee of the Council of Europe have proposed, for 
one thing, establishment of a European central 
bank or monetary fund. The bank would elim- 
inate those trade barriers which are caused by 
the inconvertibility of European currencies, and 
it might impose as a condition of membership 
abolition of import quotas. Those have been 
serious obstacles to success of the Marshall Plan. 

This major step toward leveling national 
fences would jibe neatly with United States de- 
sires for free trade and free competition among 
individual manufacturers. But the European 
economists have made another proposal which is 
almost sure to meet stiff opposition from Ameri- 
can supporters of free competition. 

With a bow to those persons who think cartels 
are the root of all evil, the Economic Commit- 
tee of the Council of Europe proposes that the 
Council at its meeting next year should consider 
setting up machinery to control cartels. 

“At the same time, however, the committee 
suggests creation of a European steel organiza- 
tion which would “harmonize production.” What 
this seems to mean is that the cartels would be 
taken out of private hands and established on a 
European basis with governmental sanction. 

Such an organization would be far different 
from the’ privately-operated cartels which have 
its effects, for both Europe and America, much 
more far-reaching. In debating its merits, 
Americans and Europeans would do well to keep 
in mind the most important question—lIs there 
any other way out? nie

In criticizing the American Medical As- 
sociation for taking a “sterile attitude” 
toward the “very real economic problem 
of sicknéss,” Senator Douglas repeated 
what has now been heard from many 
different sources. But it can scarcely be 
said that he pointed the way to the mil- 
lennium in the financing of medical care. 

If the Senator’s own scheme is not ster- 
ile, it at least seems to us more imprac- 
ticable than the overly ambitious pro- 
posal of the Truman Administration. We 
suspect that Sen- 
ator Douglas’ plan 
for $150 deductible 
health insurance 
would be about as 
acceptable to the 
American people as 
an influenza epi- 
demic. 

The Senator starts 
with the idea that 
everyone should be 
taxed for health ! 
benefits. For em- Paul Douglas 
ployed persons he suggests ‘a 1 per cent 
payroll levy; for the self-employed, an 
equivalent income tax. While ‘the tax 
would be paid by everyone, .the benefits 
would be sharply limited. Only in case of 
“catastrophic costs” for sickness—defined 
as amounting to more than 5 per cent of 
the family incame—would any benefits be 
forthcoming. In the case of a family with 
an income of $3000, benefits under the 
system would begin after it had spent $150. 


It Wouldn't Be Popular 


It seems to us that the basic reasoning 
is wrong. If any compulsory system is to 
be enforced, the benefits should be gen- 
eral. We suspect that voters would 
promptly rebel against’a plan levying a 
compulsory tax in return for such a minor 
promise of medical aid. 

Probably more serious would be the ad- 
ministrative difficulties that would arise. 
Who would determine the income of fam- 
ilies applying for benefits under the sys- 
tem? Many of them make no income-tax 
returns. They keep no books. Many em- 
ployes shift rapidly from one job to an- 
other. It is impossible to keep track of 
earnings. 

Doctors would be under constant temp- 
tation, moreover, to boost their charges so 
that their patients could collect from the 
insurance system. Presumably a schedule 
of fees would have to be fixed, leading 
back to the sort of regimentation that the 
doctors are fighting so vigorously. — . 


How About Preventive Care? 


Senator Douglas himself recognizes 
other weaknesses in his plan such as its 
failure to meet the need for early diag- 
nosis and preventive medicine and an ade- 
quate distribution of medical and hospital 
facilities throughout the country. :

The grandiose 6-billion-dollar Admin- 
istration plan‘ for compulsory health in- 
surance has alarmed laymen and fright- 
ened the ultra-conservative organized 
medical profession into embattled though 
largely negative opposition. 


The opposition may, if signs of growing 
divergence among Democrats on the issue 
are to be trusted, prevent the passage of 
that ill-considered measure, But it has 
contributed little to the development of a 
sound alternative. Fortunately, however, 
less embattled men, their ranks reinforced 
by Senator Paul H. Douglas, are carrying 
on the search for a middle way. 


Two G.O.P. Proposals 


Two separate Republican groups in Con- 
gress have offered thoughtful and con- 
structive proposals. Both would use na- 
tional funds to expand health and medical 
resources. The Taft-Smith-Donnell meas- 
ure would in addition put federal funds 
into the hands of the states on a matching 
and equalizing basis to make medical and 
health services available to “all families 
and individuals unable to pay the whole 
cost.” There would be no bureaucratic 
control from Washington, no compulsion— 
but there would be a means test. 


A group, including Senator Ives and 
Representative Javits from our own state, 
has a still more hopeful plan which elim- 
inates a means test. They would use fed- 
eral funds to foster state and voluntary 
health insurance plans, in which premiums 
would be based on a percentage of income. 
Costs of the local plans not covered by 
premiums collected on that basis would be 
met by joint federal-state funds. 


Preference for Voluntary Plans 


Now Senator Douglas from the Demo- 
cratic side offers a new principle. He 
proposes federal insurance in effect lim- 
ited to catastrophic illness. 

The tax would be less, the total cost far 
less than that of the Administration meas- 
ure. The plan is designed to discourage 
extravagant demands for little-needed ben- 
efits. But it also would discourage the 
families who need it most from seeking 
early treatment of illness. Senator Doug- 
las concedes that it would not cover diag- 
nosis and preventive care—which is prob- 
ably the most fruitful field of all for im- 
proving health. | 


Since none of the solutions yet offered 
is perfect, Senator Douglas’ thought- 
provoking contribution is both timely and 
welcome. We still believe, however, that 
the Ives-Javits group with its program to 
foster wide expansion of voluntary co- 
operation comes nearest’ to the sound 
solution.

The Articles of Faith 


THE PROPHETIC FAITH. by Martin Buber. (The Mac- 
millan Co., 247 pgs., $3.75.) 

Central to any discussion of religion lies 
the question of the relationship between 
God and man. In “The Prophetic Faith” 
Martin Buber, at present Professor of Re- 
ligious Philosophy at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity in Jerusalem, has given a thoughtful 
analysis of this question as it applies to 
Judaism. 


There are three “articles of faith,” as 
Dr. Buber calls them, which reveal the 
relationship between Israel and the prim- 
itive deity of the Heptateuch. These are, | 
first, “God’s accompanying leadership,” 
that is,-His actual leadership of His peo- 
ple in battle or His choosing a leader 
(Gideon, for example) whose sword then 
becomes in fact the sword of God; second, 
“the people’s foving’ devotion;” and, third, 
“the zealous demand for decision,” that 
is, the demand that each Israelite decide 
whether he will devote himself to the ex- 
clusive worship and service of YHVH, 
God of Israel. 

Dr. Buber discovers these articles of 
faith to be present, in part, in the Song 

of Deborah, Joshua's 
address at Shechem, 
“and in the account of 
Moses at Sinai. They 
are also to be found 
in the patriarchal 
stories, particularly 
those about Abra- 
ham.

We see, for example, Isaiah trying to con- 
vince King Ahaz to “keep still,” or, in 
modern terms, to avoid: entangling alli- 
ances. There is also a personal context in 
terms of which Hosea’s emphasis on love 
and loving kindness can better be under- 
stood. Hosea had an unfaithful wife, and’ 
his love for her and the mercy he showed 
her was identified by Hosea with God's 
love for Israel and God’s mercy upon His 

wayward people. 

It is desirable that this book should fo- 
cus attention upon the notable and some- 
times slighted spiritual and intellectual 
achievements of the Old Testament proph- 
ets. But there is bound to be some dif- 
farence of opinion on a number of points. 
For one thing, this reviewef wishes to 
urge that the free will Dr. Buber finds 
in the anonymous prophet of the Baby- 
lonian captivity is specious and contrived 
at the expense of Isaiah, whose forthright 
position is much to be preferred.

IN FORMER YEARS, faculty members were hired and fired at 
will. Now, with the Warm applause of Student Life, a teacher 
tenure system has been established.

Associate and full professors have full tenure which, of course, is 
a guarantee of academic freedom. 

There is much sentiment on the campus for teacher evaluation

Martial Six Is Effective 
Soloist—New Work by 
Tansman Played. . |

The St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra gave its tenth evening 
concert of the subscription sea- 
son last night in Kiel Auditorium 
with Martial Singher, the French 
baritone, as soldist. Conductor 
Vladimir Goilschmann was 6n the 
podium again after a two weeks 
guest engagement: in Montreal 
and presented with Singher’s col- 
laboration an unusually novel and 
diverting program. 

Singher’s part in the proceed- 

ings consisted of Rameau’s “In- 
vocation to the Sun” from “Les 
Indes Galantes,” three excerpts 
from “The Damnation of Faust” 
by Berlioz, three songs by Ravel 
under the general title “Don 
Quichotte a Dulcinee” and “Phi- 
dyle” by Duparc. Each had its 
special distinction and together 
they represented a fairly wide 
cross section of French musical 
genius as applied to vocal com- 
position. Whether it was Du- 
pare’s poetic sentiment, Ravel's 
color and romantic humor or the 
Berlioz dramatic and mordant wit 
each was affected by a kind of 
elegance which sharpened and 
disciplined the play of emotion. 
Singher’s voice’ had little sen- 
suous appeal but his delivery was 
exceptional in its clarity, its ac- 
curate placement of emphasis, its 
intelligently shaded phraseology 
and its over-all finish. He con- 
trolled his expression according 
to the logic of the phrase, and the 
metrical divisions were evident, 
not regularly recurring ac- 
cents, but merely in accurate tim- 
ing. It was a highly artistic per- 
formance and it made its effect. 
The orchestral support, elaborate 
and highly colored in many in- 
stances sounded much better pre- 
pared than most accompaniments. 
Singher gave two encores: he re- 
peated the “Serenade” from “The 
Damnation of Faust” and sang, in 
addition, a French traditional 
song. 
Conductor Golschmann offered 
as an. orchestral novelty the 
“Ricercari”—or suite of contrast- 
ing numbers by Alexandre Tans- 
man dedicated to the St. Louis 
Symphony and its leader. Wheth- 
er influenced by the dedication 
or his one-time residence in the 
United States, the composer 
made a striking use of quasi-jazz 
rhythms in the Toccata and the 
Boogie-Woogie. The Boogie, to 
be sure, had a foreign accent. 
So much was going on in the or- 
chestra that the basso ostinato 
figure, which characterizes the 
boogie, got lost in the spate of 
sound. But it was tremendously 
stimulating to the nerve ends as 
was the more deftly organized 
toccata.

Since the war, Rome’s swollen 
population has had critical short- 
ages of housing and periodic 
shortages of electricity, water, 
cooking gas and surface transpor- 
tation, but Italian authorities have 
assured inquirers that the major 
problems involved in the arrival 
of Holy Year throngs have been 
settled. 

Marshall Funds Helped. 

Repeated strikes have post- 
poned completion of Rome’s 
monumental new central railroad 
station until late spring of 1950, 
but transportation directors insist 
that enough new station facilities 
will be ready to handle the pil- 
grims comfortably. 

Marshall plan funds—$1,250,000 
in the form of a grant, and 
$1,800,000 as a loan—have been 
assigned to add 15,000 beds for 
the visitors. Four thousand of 
the beds will remain as a perma- 
nent addition to Rome’s tourist 
facilities. Religious institutions 
have prepared 4000 beds; private 
homes 10,000, and Rome’s hotels 
and pensions have expanded fa- 
cilities to permit thém to house a 
total of 21,000 persons. A tent 
camp will be set up for young, 
low-budget travelers. In all, 60,000 
— will be ready for the vis- 
tors.

‘about 15 tons of heavy water,

Scientist Harold C. Urey, to make 
‘a uranium “system” work.

‘that the Russians got 1000 grams 
'of heavy water from this country 
in 1943. One thousand grams is 
2.2 pounds.

has lots of character lines in his face. He wears a dirty beard 

inthe first scene. As a civilian scout, he knows all there is to 
know about the Injuns. 

Even the martinet captain (John Hodiak) whom Bob 
treats with the amused tolerance due a tenderfoot, approaches 
Bob with deference and asks his advice. That the captain gets 
into a mess of trouble is due only to the fact he’s a stubborn 
critter and wanders off in pursuit of the Indians without 
Bob’s fatherly guidance. Serves him right that he ends up 
full of lead. In addition, Bob gives terse advice about a love- 
affair to.the childish lieutenant (Don Taylor) and falls for 
the captain’s girl in a strong and almost silent he-mannish 
way. '

Wrong: “Thanks, awfully.” Th 
expression, originally British, 
when taken literally, is the height 
of absurdity. 

Right: Thank you very much, 

Wrong: “It’s awfully sweet of 
you.” Sweetness may excite ad- 
miration or affection. Also, it may 
be cloying. But to say that one is 
so sweet as to be wesome is 
patently ridiculous. 

Right: It is very sweet of you. 

Wrong: “He’s awfully witty.’ 
No. He who is cleverly amusing 
would never stir up ? feeling of 
awe. 

Better say: He is very ‘exceed- 
ingly) witty. ‘ 

Wrong: “Ruth is dreadfully at- 
tractive.” Nonsense. If she in- 
spires dread, she repels. 


Better say: Ruth is very ‘most, 
quite) attractive. 

Wrong: “They are dreadfully 
rich.” Wealth may cause envy, but 
not to the point that one is filled 
with dread about it. 

Right:.They are very ‘(exceed- 
ingly) rich. 

Wrong: “They are dreadfully in 
love.” Imagine lovers dreading 
each other! 

Right: They are very much in 
love. 

Wrong: “She is terribly popular 
with men.” One would have a 
hard time’ convincing girls that 
popularity is something to be re- 
garded with terror. 

Better say: She is exceedingly 
popular with men.

UST how good is that hand we 

talked about yesterday? Since 

the chances of drawing the 
cards you need depend upon how 
many of them are still outstand- 
ing, it is possible that this hand 
may be of no value whatever. 


Suppose you~need 120. You 
can’t make it with this hand un- 
less you buy a joker. You can 
make the minimum meld for your 
side only if you can go out con- 
cealed, in which case no minimum 
count is required. But if the op- 
ponents have melded the other 
three fives, the five kings that are 
missing, and the remaining 10 
wild cards, your hand is dead 
unless your partner can make the 
minimum meld. And of course he 


won't be able to, either, unless he | 
has a flock of aces; otherwise he | 
has no hope of melding 120 points | 


with only 11 cards. 

Of course that is an extreme 
example, but it is quoted to em- 
phasize an important point of ex- 
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pert Canasta tactics. You must 
keep track of the cards that have 
already been disclosed—especially 
the wild cards. They tell you not 
only what is safe for you to dis- 
card, but also what you can hope 
to draw yourself. 

If it should prove that you have 
no hope of ever melding with this 
hand, you might as well begin to 
break it up as soon as you knew 
it, using your cards to their best 
advantage as safe discards. Use 
your wild cards to freeze the pack: 
there’s no use clinging to them if 
they cannot ever be of melding 
value to your side. Their only 
advantage under these circum- 
stances is tq try to hold down the 
opponents’ total while you “run 
out the clock’; or rather, run out 
the stock. 

Question: A player has made 
several melds; then, when it comes 
to discard‘ng, he decides to with- . 
draw one of the cards from a meld 
he has made rather than discard a 
card still in his hand. May he do 
so: (a) From a previous meld ‘by 
his side; (b) from a meld he has 
made on that turn?

Play for Children

HEN there are children under the age of six and over 
W the age of two in the house, their mothers are obliged 
to find occupation for them. They must spend some time 
indoors, and as their mothers are usually busy with house- 
work they must either be occupied or underfoot. If they are 
not busy they feel out of sorts and that feeling is not good 
for them or anybody concerned with them. The thing is to 
find things for them to do and relieve them and their mothers. 
Toys soon lose attraction, especially those that require

The hulking, 36-year-old, six- 
foot-two garrulous Garroway, do- 
ing nothing more difficult than 
introducing musical acts, reciting 
a funny story, spinning some rec- 
ords and fracturing the English 
language in a novel low pressure, 
relaxed manner, is a big radio 
and TV star these days. 


Comedian Fred Allen, Critic 
John Crosby, Columnist Walter 
Winchell and a few N.B.C. vice 
presidents are among those who 
have acclaimed Garroway’s tal- 
ents. He has five different radio 
and TV shows and is on one or 
the other medium every day in 
the week for a weekly total of 14 
hours and 15 minutes. He’s heard 
in St. Louis over Station KSD 
program which starting next week 
will run from 10:15 to 10:30 a.m. 
on the “Next Dave Garroway” 
Mondays through Fridays, and on 
the “Dave Garroway Show,” also 
on KSD, from 9:30 to 10 p.m.

eight was covered by dummy’s 
ten. A second trump finesse, fol- 
lowed by the cashing of the trump 
ace, cleared up that department, 
and now South cashed his two 
remaining high hearts. This suit 
also broke, so now South could 
simply go to dummy by overtak- 
ing his diamond queen, and could 
discard his club on dummy’s 
fourth heart. 

It is obvious enough that plenty 
of luck had to attend this line of 
play—and it is also worth obsery- 
ing that West could have saved 
himself one trick, at any rate, by 
putting up the diamond jack on 
the first or the second lead of
